Bids were advertised and received for three (3) Toro Model 580D Large Areas Mowers. 
Three bidders responded with Kermy Machinery providing the lowest, most responsive 
bid.

The Toro Groundsmaster 580-D is a large scale rotary mower that is rapidly changing the 
approach to large scale turf maintenance in parks, universities, golf courses and 
industrial grounds all over the country. This mower can cut a 16 foot wide swath - up to 
14.5 acres in one hour - and still handles as easily as a trim mower. 

As a result of a Productivity Enhancement Study conducted by the Parks and Recreation 
Department several years ago, this unit was introduced into our operations. 

We presently own three of these umts. 

□ One will be retained to provide back up when unit maintenance/repairs is 
required and to increase production in peak mowing seasons (spring and fall). 

□ A second unit will be retained for assignment in maintaining planned 
developments in Kreager Park (formerly Maumee Park) on River Road. 

□ The third imit wiU be traded. 

Our Experience - With the introduction of this mower we have: 

□ Reduced annual mowing operation fuel consumption 

□ Reduced annual mowing operation maintenance expenditures 

□ Reduced the mowing staff by three full time and seven seasonal positions (44% 
total mowing staff reduction). 

□ Increased mowing productivity by 33%. Our crews mow 1000 acres of parkland 
each 7 to 9 days. In 1994, we mowed the equivalent of 16 square miles of turf. 

□ Dramatically improved the quahty of cut and visual appearance of out parks 
following mowings. 

This is a good business investment. We recommend approval by Cotmcil for the 
purchase of three Toro 580D mowers with cabs and one trade from Kermy Machinery at 
$161,253. General Obhgation Bond funds wUl be used for payment.
